Increasing "anti-Semitism” {anti-Judaism) throughout the world, and in the 
United States more particularly, is due largely to Zionist activities.

Electronic Cancer 
Machine 

For years doctors have sneered at 
the use of electronic machines to 
diagnose illnesses. Their sneers were 
ended very abruptly one day this 
spring at the 42nd annual meeting of 
the American Association for Can¬ 
cer Research. 

There, Dr. Robert C H Mellors of the 
Sloan-Kettering Institute for Cancer 
Research announced that he and his 
associates have perfected a machine 
which can identify cancer cells by 
electronic means. The machine was 
expected to be ready for use by doc* 
tor*l r 1S&L- —- 

The apparatus works on the prin- 
c ipla-that “dancer '^ella^EaveT ag r eater 
hunger than normal cells for certain 
dyes which glow when bombarded by 
ultra violet lights The light given 
off by both cancerous and healthy 
cells is scanned by the machine which 
examines 100,000 cells each minute.

Russian Diplomacy 

"The United Nations World** Maga¬ 
zine has just issued a large $20.00 
volume entitled "The Diplomatic 
Yearbook" published by Funk & Wag- 
nails Company. {Available from The 
Eleventh Hour Bulletin.) 

In this volume each of 70 nations 
lists its chief officials, national holi¬ 
days, and its diplomatic list. When 
we turned to the article for Informa¬ 
tion on the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, we found: 

1) Joe Stalin's name is not men¬ 
tioned. 

2) Molotov's name Is not mentioned. 

3) The only national holiday was 
November 7 . . . commemorating 
the Communist Revolution. 

4) No addresses or telephone num¬ 
bers were given of the officers 
as is given in the information 
on other Nations. 

5) Full addresses of the diplomatic 
list "are not fully supplied by the 
Soviet Government/* says the 
Yearbook. 

We also noted that there are only 
34 on the U. S. staff in Moscow, 
whereas the Soviet has 57 officials 
on U. S. territory either in Washing¬ 
ton or Lake Success. There are no 
visitors in Russia from the U. S. ex¬ 
cept in special cases, whereas hun¬ 
dreds or Russian citizens wander all 
over the United States, enjoying free 
intercourse.
